The Troops of the King’s Houfe- 
hold are all on’ the March for Flanders. An Ordi- 
nance has been publifh’d, promifing great Advantages 
to Seamen that fhall enter themfelves on board his 
Majefty’s Ships,arld threatening thofe with theGalleys. 
who having been already employ’d in the Sea Ser_ 
vice, fhall not come in and Serve again. All the Sea_ 
Officers are order’d to repait forthwith to their re_ 
{pective Ships. 
From the Rotterdam Gazette, dated March 27. 
Paris, March 14. The Court has Advice, that the 
Grand Prior was to Pals the Secchia the 6th of this 
Month with ‘18 Battalfions, g’Companies of Grena- 
diers, and 20 Companies of Foor fent him by the 
Duke of Vendome. That he intended to pafs above 
Quiftello, and to march directly to Concordia and 
Revere, on a Suppofition that the Enemy would not 
defend thofe Pofts, the rather, becaufe he was affur'd 
they had but 200 Men in Concordia ;_ and befides it 
was reported they were. fending their Baggage to- 
wards the lower Po, with defign to retire to Stellata, 
While the King was laft at Marli, the Count of Pont- 
chattrain Jaid before him a perfect Scheme of the 
Condition of his Naval Affairs,and took his Majefty’s 
Direction for iffuing proper Orders for all the Ships of 
War that are fit for Service to be got ready to put to 
Sea the beginning of next Month. The Count de 
Tholoufe, whofe Baggage is already fentt to Breft, 
will {peedily be going thither, and will ‘find there 
30 Ships of the Line of Battle, 2 of which will be 
brought from Dunkirk by the Count de la Luzerne. 
The Marthal de Chareaurenaud will find the like 
Number at Thoulon. Thefe 2 Squadrons are to fet 
Sail much about the fame time, and to joyn at Cadix. 
The Marquefs de Pallavicini, a Piemontois, who in 
the former Campaigns ferv’d as a Major General in 
the Army of the Duke of Vendome, and was feiz’d 
with the reft of the Piemontois Officers, is entred into 
the King’s Service, who has made him a Major Ge- 
neral,and given him a yeatly Penfion of 6000 Livres: 
He is ro ferve in Flanders. The Officers of the De- 
tachment and Recruits that are feuding to the Elector 
of Bavaria, are order’d to repair to the Place of Ren- 
dezvous appointed near Strasburg the 25th inftanr.

Parit, March 16. One’of the Count de Chateau- 
neuf’s Secretaries is arriv’d at Courtin 11 days from 
Lisbon, and has brought Advice, that the Confede- 
rate Fleet having the Archduke Charles on board, 
game in fight of Lisbon the 5th of this Month ; and 
that therenpon the Count de Chateauneuf rerit’d from 
thence without taking Leave of the King of Poringal.
